John Conness, of Georgetown, El Dorado county, was bom in Ireland, September 20, 
1821, and immigrated to the United States when a lad ; was one of the California pioneers, 
interested in the mines, and afterwards in mercantile pursuits ; was a member of the California 
legislature in 1853-^54, and in 1860-^61 ; was elected to the United States Senate as a Union 
republican to succeed Milton S. Latham, democrat, and took his seat in 1863. His term of 
service will expire March 4, 1H69. 

Cornelius Cole, of San Francisco, was bom at Lodi, New York, September 17, 1822; 
graduated at the Wesleyan University, Connecticut ; studied law, and was admitted to the 
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bar ; went to California in 1849, and after working a year in the gold mines, commenced 
practice ; was district attorney of Sacramento City and county, from 1859 to 1862 ; was a 
member of the national republican committee from 1856 to J 860 ; was a representative in the 
thirty-eighth Congress ; was elected to the United States Senate as a Union republican to 
succeed James A. McDougall, democrat, and took his seat March 4, 1867. His t€rm of 
service will expire March 4, 1873.

Samuel B. Axtell, of San Francisco, was bom in Franklin county, Ohio, October 14, 
1819 ; was a student at the Western Reserve College, Ohio : studied und practiced law ; was 
elected to the fortieth Congress as a democrat, receiving 18,793 votes, against 13,989 votes 
for Phelps, Union republican. 

Second District. — Almeda, Alpine, Amadon, Calaveras, Contra Costa, El Dorado, Mono, 
Nevada, Placer, Sacramento, San Joaquin, and Tuolumne counties. 

William Higby, of Calaveras, was born at Willsborough, Essex county. New York, 
August 18, 1813 ; graduated at the University of Vermont ; studied and practiced law ; went 
to California in 1850; was district attorney from 1853 to 1859; was a member of the State 
senate of California in 1862 and 1863; was elected to the thirty-eighth and thirty -ninth Con- 
gresses, and was elected to the fortieth Congress as a Union republican, receiving 16,053 
votes, against 14,786 votes for Coffroth, democrat. 

Third District, — Butte, Colusa, Del Norte, Humboldt, Klamath, Lake, Lassen, Marin, 
Mendocino, Napa, Pluma, Shasta, Sierra, Siskiyou, Solano, Sonoma, Sutter, Tehama, Trinity, 
Yolo, aud Yuba counties. 

James A. Johnson, of Downieville, was born at Spartanburg, South Carolina, May 16, 
1829; received a common school education; studied medicine and law ; removed to Califor- 
nia, where he is now a practicing lawyer ; was a member of the legislature of California in 
1859-'60 ; was elected to the fortieth Congress as a democrat, receiving 14,767 votes, agains't 
14,394 votes for Hartshorn, Union republican. 

CONIVECTICCrT. 

SENATORS. 

James Dixon, of Hartford, was born at Enfield, Connecticut, August 5, 1814; graduated 
at Williams College, Massachusetts ; studied and practiced law ; received the degree of LL.D. 
from Trinity College, Hartford, in 1862; was a member of the legislature of Connecticut in 
1837, 1838, 1844, 1849, and 1854; was a member of the House of Representatives in the 
twenty-ninth and thirtieth Congress ; was elected to the United States Senate as a Union 
conservative to succeed Isaac Toucey, democrat, and took his seat in 1851, and was re-elected 
in 1862. His term of service will expire March 4, 1869. 

Orris S. Ferry, of Norwalk, was born at Bethel, Connecticut, August 15, 1823 ; 
graduated at Yale College; studied and practiced law; was appointed judge of probate in 
1849; was a member of the senate in the State legislature in 1855 and 1856; was State's 
attorney from 1856, until 1859 ; was a member of the House of Representatives in the 
thirty-sixth Congress ; was a colonel and brigadier general of volunteers in the Union 
army ; was elected to the United States Senate as a republican to succeed Lafayette S. Foster, 
Union republican, and took his seat in 1867. His term of service will expire March 4, 1873.

Richard D. Hubbard, of Hartford, was bom at Berlin, Connecticut, September 7, 1818 ; 
graduated at Yale College ; studied and practiced law ; was elected to the fortieth Congress 
as a democrat, receiving 11,994 votes, against 11,447 votes for Deming, republican. 

Second District ^—Middlesex and New Haven counties. 

Julius Hotchkiss, of Middletown, was born in Waterbury, Connecticut, July 11, 1810 ; 
received a common school education; is a manufacturer; was mayor of Waterbury in 
1852; was a member of the legislature of Connecticut in 1851 and 1858 ; was elected to the 
fortieth Congress as a democrat, receiving 14,730 votes against 12,937 votes for Northrup, 
republican. 

Third District. — New London and Windham counties. 

Henry H. Starkweather, of Norwich, was bom at Preston, Connecticut, April 29, 
1826 ; received an academic education ; studied and practiced law ; was a member of the 
State legislature of Connecticut in 1856 ; was postmaster of Norwich in 1861-'66 ; was elected 
to the fortieth Congress as a republican, receiving 9,723 votes against 7,827 for Martin, 
democrat. 
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Fourth District. — Fairfield and Litchfield coimties. 

William H. Barnum, of Lime Rock, was born September 17, 1818; received a public 
school education ; engaged in the manufacture of iron ; was elected to the fortieth Congress 
as a democrat, receiving 13,083 votes against 12,103 votes for P. T. Barnum, republican. 

SENATORS. 

WiLLARD Saulsbitry, of Georgetown, was bom in Kent county, Delaware, June 2, 
1820 ; was educated at Delaware College, Delaware, and at Dickinson College, Pennsylvania ; 
studied and practiced law ; was elected to the United States Senate as a democrat to succeed 
Martin W. Bates, and took his seat in 1859, and was re-elected in 1865. His term of 
service will expire March 4, 1871. 

James A. Bayard, of Wilmington, was bom in Delaware ; studied and practiced law ; 
was elected to the United States Senate in 1851 ; was re-elected in 1857, and was again re- 
elected in 1863, but resigned January 29, 1864 ; he was appointed as a democrat to fill the 
vacancy occasioned by tne death of George Read Riddle, and took his seat April 1, 1867.

The State at large, — John A. NICHOLSON, of Dover, was bom in Laurel, Delaware, 
November J 7, 1827 ; was appointed superintendent of free schools for Kent county in 1851 ; 
was brigadier general of militia in Kent county in 1861 ; was educated at Dickinson College, 
Pennsylvania; studied law and practiced a few years; was elected to the thirty-ninth Con- 
gress, and was re-elected to the fortieth Congress as a democrat, receiving 9,933 votes against 
8,553 votes for McKim, republican.

Lyman Trumbull, of Chicago, was born at Colchester, Connecticut, October 12, 1813; 
studied law; was admitted to the bar in Georgia, and commenced practice in Illinois; was 
a member of the legislature of Illinois in 1840 ; was secretary of state of Illinois in 1841 and 
1842; was justice of the supreme court of Illinois from 1848 to 1853; was a representative 
in the thirty-fourth Congress ; was elected to the United States Senate as a republican to 
succeed James Shields, democrat, and took his seat in 1855; was re-elected in 1861, and 
again reelected in 1867. His term of service will expire March 4, 1873. 

Richard Yates, of Jacksonville, was bom at Warsaw, Kentucky, January 18, 1818; 
graduated at Illinois College ; studied and practiced law ; was a lepresentative in the legis- 
lature of Illinois in 1842, 1843, 1844, 1845, 1848, and 1849; was a representative in the 
thirty-second and thirty-third Congresses ; was governor of Illinois from 1861 to 1865; was 
elected to the United States Senate as a Union republican to succeed W. A. Richardson, 
democrat, and took his seat in 1865. His term of service will expire March 4, 1871. 

REPRESENTATIVES. 

First District. — Cook county. , * 

Norman B. Judd, of Chicago, was bom at Rome, New York, January 10, 1815; studied 
law there and was admitted to the bar; removed to Chicago in 1836, and commenced the 
practice of his profession ; held several municipal offices ; was a member of tbe State senate 
of Illinois for sixteen consecutive years, his first term commencing in 1844 and last ending 
in 1860 ; was minister plenipotentiary to Prussia from 1861 until 1865, and was elected to the 
fortieth Congress as a republican, receiving 15,247 votes, against 5,667 votes for Wallace, 
democrat. 

Second District. — Boone, De Kalb, Kane, Lane, McHenry, and Winnebago counties. 

John F. Farnsworth, of St. Charles, was bom at Eaton, Canada East, March 27, 1820 ; 
received an academic education ; studied and practiced law ; was colonel of cavalry and 
brigadier general in the Union army ; was elected to the thirty -fifth, thirty-sixth, thirty -eighth, 
and thirty-ninth Congresses, and was re-elected to the fortieth Congress as a republican, re- 
ceiving 16,185 votes against 3,346 votes for Haines, conservative. 

Third District. — Carroll, Joe Daviess, Lee, Ogle, Stephenson, and Whiteside counties. 

E. B. Washburne, of Galena, was bom at Livermore, Maine, September 23, 1816; was 
an apprentice in the printing office of the Kennebec Journal ; studied law at the Cambridge 
Law School; removed to Galena and commenced practice in 1840; was elected to the thirty- 
third Congress in 1852, and re-elected to the thirty-fourth, thirty-fifth, thirty-sixth, thirty- 
seventh, mirty-eighth, and thirty-ninth Congresses ; he was again re-elected to the fortieth 
Congress as a republican, receiving 14,657 votes agaiust 5,897 votes for Turner, democrat. 

Fourth District. — Adams, Hancock, Henderson, Mercer, Rock Island, and Warren counties. 

Abner C. Harding, of Monmouth, was bom at East Hampton, Connecticut, February 
10, 1807; received an academical education ; studied law, and practiced in Illinois ; became 
interested in railroads; was a member of the constitutional convention of Illinois in 1848; 
was ametnber of the State legislature of Illinois in 1848, 1849, and 1890 ; enlisted as a pri- 
vate and rose to the rank of brigadier general in the Union army ; was elected to the thirty- 
ninth Congress, and was re-elected to the fortieth Congress as a Union republican, receiving 
15,952 votes, against 13,391 votes for Thompson, democrat. 

Fifth District. — Bureau, Henry, Knox, Marshall, Peoria, Putnam, and Stark counties. 

Ebon C. Ingersoll, of Peoria, was born in Oneida county. New York, December 12, 1831 ; 
completed his education at Paducah, Kentucky ; studied and practiced law ; was a member of 
the State legislature of Illinois in 1856 ; was elected in 1864 to fill the unexpired term of 
Owen Lovejoy in the thirty-eighth Congress ; was elected to the thirty-ninth, and was re- 
elected to the fortieth Congress as a Union republican, receiving 18,437 votes, against 9,665 
votes for Ramsey* democrat. 

Sixth District. — Dupage, Grundy, Kankakee, Kendall, Lasalle, and Will counties. 

Burton C. Cook, of Ottawa, was born in Monroe county. New York, May 11, 1819; 
was educated at the Collegiate Institute, Rochester ; studied and practiced law ; was State's 
attomey for the ninth judical circuit of Illinois, from 1846 until J 852 ; was a member of the 
senate of the State of Illinois from 1852 to 1860 ; was elected to the thirty-ninth Congress, 
and was re-elected to the fortieth Congress as a Union republican, receiving 15,015, votes 
against 7,721 for Harris, democrat. 

Seventh District. — Champaign, Coles, Cumberland, Douglas, Edgar, Ford, Iroquois, Ma- 
con, Moultrie, Piatt, and Vermillion counties. 

Henry P. H. Bromwell, of Charleston, was bom in Baltimore, Maryland, August 26^ 
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1823 ; removed when a lad to Ohio, and afterwards to Illinois ; studied and practiced law ; 
published and edited the "Vandalian Age of Steam and Fire ;" was a presidential elector from 
Illinois in 1860 ; was elected to the thirty-ninth Congress, and was re-elected to the fortieth 
Congress as a republican, receiving 17,410 votes against 13,252 votes for Black, democrat. 

Eighth District. — De Witt, Logan, Livingston, McLean, Sangamon, Tazewell, and Wood- 
ford counties. 

Shelby M. Cullom, of Springfield, was bom in Wayne county, Kentucky, November 
22, 1829 ; studied and practiced law ; was a member of the legislature of the State of Illinois 
in 1856 and in 1860, serving' the last term as speaker of the house ; was a member of an United 
States military commission in 1862; was elected to the thirty-ninth Congress, and was re- 
elected to the fortieth Congress as a Union republican, receivmg 18,623 votes against 14,520 
votes for Fowler,, democrat.' 

Ninth District, — Brown, Cass, FuUon, Mason, McDonough, Menard, Pike, and Schuyler 
counties. 

Lewis W. Ross, of Lewiston, was born in Seneca county, New York, December 8, 1812 ; 
was educated at the Illinois College ; studied and practiced law ; was a member of the State 
legislature of Illinois in 1840, 1841, 1844, and 1845; was a presidential elector in 1848; was a 
member of the constitutional convention of Illinois in 1861 ; was elected to the thirty-eighth 
Congress, re-elected to the thirty-ninth Congress, and re-elected to the fortieth Congress &8 
a democrat, receiving 15,496 votes against 14,721 votes for Lippencott. 

Tenth District, — Bond, Calhoun, Christian, Greene, Jersey, Macoupin, Montgomery, Mor- 
gan, Scott, and Shelby counties, 

Albert G. Burr, of Winchester, was bom at , Illinois, , 1829 ; received 

a good English education ; studied and practiced law ; was a member of the State legislature 
^f Illinois in 1861, 1862, 1863, and 1864 ; was a member of the State constitutioual conven- 
tion ; and was elected to the fortieth Congress as a democrat, receiving 17,116 votes against 
14,743 votes for Case, republican. 

Eleventh District, — Clark, Clay, Crawford, Effingham, Fayette, Franklin, Hamilton, Jas- 
per, Jefferson, Lawrence, Marion, Richland, and Wayne counties. 

Samuel S. Marshall, of McLeansboro*, was born in Gallatin county, Illinois, in 1824 ; 
studied and practised law ; was a member of the legislature of the State of Illinois in 1847 ; 
was States attorney in 1847 and 1848; was a judge of the circuit court from 1851 to 1854, . 
and again from 1861 to 1864 ; was delegate for the State at large to the Charleston and Bal- 
timore conventions of 1860, the Chicago convention of 1864, and the National Union Con- 
vention at Philadelphia in 1866 ; received the vote of the democratic party for United States 
senator in Illinois in 1861, and for Speaker of the fortieth Congress in 1867 ; was elected to 
the thirty-fourth, thirty-fifth, and thirty-ninth Congresses, and was re-elected to the fortieth 
Congress as a democrat, receiving 16,668 votes against 14,378 votes for Kitchell, republican. 

Ttoelfth District, — Clinton, Madison, Monroe, Randolph, St.Clair,and Washington counties. 

Jehu Baker, of Belleville, was born in Fayette county, Kentucky, November 4, 1822 ; 
received an academic education ; studied and practiced law ; was elected to the thirty-ninth 
Congress, and re-elected to the fortieth Congress as a Union republican, receiving 13,032 
votes against 11,956 for Morrison, democrat. 

Thirteenth District, — Alexander, Edwards, Gallatin, Hardin, Jackson, Johnson,,.Ma8sac, 
Pope, Perry, Pulaski, Saline, Union, Wabash, White, and Williamson counties. 

Green B. Raum, of Harrisburg, was bora at Golconda, Illinois, December 3, 1829 ; 
received a common school education ; studied and practiced law ; entered the service as major 
and rose to the rank of brigadier general in the Union army during the war for theusuppression 
of the rebellion ; and was elected to the fortieth Congress as a republican. 

State at Large, — John A. LoGAN, of Carbondale, was bora in Jackson county, Illinois, 
where he received a common school education, and subsequently graduated at the Louis- 
ville University; enlisted as private in the Illinois volunteers arid became quartermaster 
in the war with Mexico ; was elected clerk of the Jackson county court in 1849 ; studied 
and practiced law ; was elected to the legislature of Illinois in 1852, 1853, 1856, and 1857 ; 
was prosecuting attorney from 1853 to 1857 ; was a presidential elector in 1856 ; was elected 
to the thirty-sixth and thirty-seventh Congress ; resigned and entered the Union army as 
colonel, and reaching the rank of major general in the war for the suppression of the rebel- 
lion ; was appointed minister to Mexico in 1865, but declined, and was elected to the fortieth 
Congress as a republican, receiving 203,045 votes, against 147,058 for Dickey,, democrat.

Thomas A. Hendricks, of Indianapolis, was bom in Muskingum county, Ohio, Sep- 
tember 7, 1819 ; graduated at South Hanover College, Indiana ; studied law at Chambers- 
burg, Pennsylvania ; practiced law ; was a member of the legislature of Indiana in 1848 
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and 1849 ; was a member of the constitntional convention of Indiara in 1850 ; was a repre* 
sentative in the thirty-second and thirty-third Congresses ; was Commissioner of the General 
Land Office from 1855 nntil 1859 ; was elected to the United States Senate as a democrat 
and took his seat March 4, 1863. His term of service will expire March 4, 1869. 

Oliver P. Morton, of Indianapolis, was bom in Wayne county, Indiana, August 4, 
1823 ; graduated at the Miami University ; studied and practiced law ; was elected cir- 
cuit judge of the fifth iudicial circuit of Indiana in 1852 ; was elected lieutenant governor 
of Indiana in 1860, and became governor in 1861, when Governor Lane was elected to the 
Senate of the United States ; was elected governor in 1864 ; and was elected to the United 
States Senate as a Union republican, to succeed Henry S. Lane, Union republican. His 
term of office will expire March 4, 1873.

William E. Niblack, of Vincennes, was bom in Dubois county, Indiana, May 19, 1822 ; 
studied and practiced law ; was a member of the legislature of Indiana in 1849, 1850, 1851, 
1852, and 1863; was appointed circuit judge in 1854, and was subsequently elected for six 
years, but resigned in 1856, when elected to the thirty -fifth Congress in place of James 
Lockhart, deceased ; was elected to the thirty-sixth, and thirty-ninth Congresses ; and was 
re-elected to the fortieth Congress as a democrat, receiving 17,255 votes against 15,905 for 
De Bruler, republican. 

Second District, — Clark, Crawford, Floyd, Harrison, Orange, Perry, Scott, and Washing- 
ton counties. 

Michael C. Kerr, of New Albany, was bom at Titusville, Pennsylvania, March 15, 
1827; received an academic education, graduated as a law student at the University of 
Kentucky in 1851 ; commenced the practice of law in 1852, in New Albany ; was elected 
city attorney in 18i54, and prosecuting attorney in 1855 ; was a member of the State legisla- 
ture in 1856 and 1857 ; was elected reporter to the supreme court of Indiana in 18^2, and 
edited five volumes of reports ; was elected to the thirty-ninth Congress, and re-elected to 
the fortieth Congress as a democrat, receiviDg 13,421 votes against 11,678 votes for Gresham, 
republican. 

Third District. — ^Bartholomew, Brown, Jackson, Jefferson, Jennings, Lawrence, Monroe, 
and Switzerland counties. 

Morton C. Hunter, of Bloomington, was bora at Versailles, Indiana, February 5, 1825 ; 
was educated at the State University, Indiana ; studied and practiced law ; was a presiden- 
tial elector in 1860 ; raised and commanded a regiment of volunteers and became brigadier 
general in the Union army during the war for the suppression of the rebellion ; was elected 
to the fortieth Congress as a republican, receiving 13,848 votes against 13,158 votes for Har- 
rington, democrat. 

Fourth District. — Dearborn, Decatur, Franklin, Ohio, Ripley, and Rush counties. 

William S. Holman, of Aurora, was born at Veraestan, Indiana, September 6, 1822 
studied and practiced law ; was judge of the court of probate from 1843 to 1846; was pros- 
ecuting attorney from 1847 to 1849 ; was a member of the State constitutional convention of 
Indiana in 1850 ; was a member of the State legislature of Indiana in 1851 ; was a judge of 
the court of common pleas from 1852 to 1856; was elected to the thirty-sixth, thirty- seventh, 
and thirty-eighth Congresses, and was elected to the fortieth Congress as a democrat, re- 
ceiving 11,921 votes against 11,052 votes for Grover, republican.

1848 ; was elected to the United States Senate as a whig in May 1855, and, his seat having been 
declared vacant on the ground of an informality in his election, he was again elected in 1856 
for the remainder of the term ; he was re-elected in 1860 ; in 1865 he entered the cabinet as 
Secretary of the Interior, and resigned in September, 1866, having been re-elected to the United 
States Senate as a republican, to succeed S. J. Kirkwood, republican.

and Nashville Railroad Company ; was appointed Secretary of tne Treasury in 1853 ; was 
elected to the United States Senate as a democrat to succeed L. Powell^ and took his seat 
March 4, 1865. His term of service will expire March 4, 1871.

Hiram McCullough, of Elkton, was bom in Cecil county, Maryland, September 20^ 
1818; received an academic education ; studied and practiced law; was a member of the 
State senate of Maryland in 184*^, 1846, 1847, 1848, 1849, 1850, and 1851 : was appointed one 
of the codifiers of the laws of Maryland in 1852; was elected to the thirty- ninth Congress, 
and was re-elected to the fortieth Congress, receiying 11,729 rotes against 4,052 for Russum, 
republican. 

Second District, — Harford county, and the 5th, 6th, 7th, 9th, 10th, 11th, and 12th districts of 
Baltimore county, and the 1st, 2d, 3d, 4th, 5th, 6th, and 7th ward<« of the city of Baltimore. 

Stevenson Archer, of Belair, was bom in Harford county, Maryland, Febraary 28, 1827 ; 
graduated at Princeton College ; studied and practiced law ; was a member of the legislature 
of Maryland in 1854 ; and was elected to the fortieth Congress as a democrat, receiving 7,091 
votes against 5,014 votes for J. L. Thomas, republican. 

Third District,— 8thy 9th, 10th, 11th, 12th, 13th, 14th, 15th, 16th, 17th, 18th, 19th, and 
20th wards in the city of Baltimore. 

Charles E. Phelps, of Baltimore, was bom at Guilford, Vermont, May 1, 1833 ; removed 
with his parents to Pennsylvania in 1837, and to Maryland in 1841 ; graduated at Princeton 
College, New Jersey, and afterwards at the Cambridge Law School, Massachusetts ; d5m- 
menced the practice of law in Baltimore; was a member of the Reform city council of 
Baltimore in 1860; entered the Union army as lieutenant colonel of the Seventh Maryland 
Volunteers, was promoted to the colonelcy, and was honorably discharged in 1664 onacconnt 
of wounds, receiving^ a brevet as brigadier general ; was elected to the thirty-ninth Congress, 
succeeding Henry Winter Davis, ana was re-elected to the fortieth Congress as a conservative, 
receiving 5,548 votes against 4,568 for Stewart, republican. 

Fourth District, — Alleghany, Carroll, Frederick, and Washington counties. 

Francis Thomas, of Frankville, was bora in Frederick county, Maryland, February 3, 
1799 ; was educated at St John's College, Maryland ; studied and practiced law ; was a member 
of the house of delegates in the legislature of Maryland in 1822, 1827, and 1829, serving the 
last term as speaker ; was President of the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal Company in 1839 
and 1840 ; was a member of the constitutional convention of Maryland in 1850 ; was gov- 
ernor of Maryland from 1841 until 1844 ; was a representative in the twenty-second, twenty- 
third, twenty-fourth, twenty-fifth, twenty-sixth, thirty-seventh, thirty-eighth, and thirty- ninth 
Congresses, and was elected to the fortieth Congress as a republican, receiving 11,2^ votes 
against 9,230 for Maulsby, democrat. 

Fifth District, — Anne Arundel, Calvert, Charles, Howard, Montgomery, Prince George, 
St. Mary's, and part of Baltimore counties. 

Frederick Stone, of Port Tobacco, was bom at , Maryland, , 18 — ; 

was educated at the Georgetown College, D. C; studied and practiced law ; was appointed 
by the legislature one of the codifiers of the rales of the State courts in 1852 ; was a mem- 
ber of the State legislature in 1855 and 1856, and was elected to the fortieth Congress as a 
democrat, receiving 8,708 votes against 2,032 fur Albert, republican.

Charles Sumner, of Boston, was bom at Boston, Massachusetts, January 6, 1811 ; gradu- 
ated at Harvard College and afterwards at the Cambridge Law School; was the reporter of 
the United States circuit court for the first circuit; lectured at the Cambridge law school; 
edited the "American Jurist" and several legal works, including three volumes of reports of 
decisions in the United States circuit court ; was elected to the United States Senate as a free- 
soiler to succeed Daniel Webster, whig, and took his seat in 1851 ; was re-elected m 1857, and 
again re-elected in 1863. His term of service will expire March 4, 1869. 

Henry Wilson, of Natick, was born at Farmington, New Hampshire, Febraary 16, 1812; 
was self-educated ; learned the shoemaker's trade, and became a wholesale shoe dealer ; 
owned and edited the "Boston Republican ;" was a member of the State legislature of Mas- 
sachusetts in 1841, 1842, 1844, 1845, 1846, 1850, 1851, andl852, presiding over the senate the 
two last years; having been for ten years an active officer of the uniformed State militia of 
Massachusetts, he raised a regiment of volunteers in 1861, serving as its colonel, and after- 
wards as a member of General McClellan's staff until obliged to resume his congressional 
duties ; was elected to the United States Senate as a republican to succeed Edward Everett, 
whig, who had resigned, and took his seat in 1855; was re-elected in 1859, and again re- 
elected in 1865. His term of service will expire March 4, 1871.

was elected to the thirty -eighth and thirty-ninth Congresses, and was re-elected to the fortieth 
Congress as a republican, receiving 9,581 votes, against 2,456 votes for Ide, democrat. 

Third District. — Fifth, seventh, eighth, tenth, eleventh, and twelfth wards in the city of 
Boston, Roxbury, and Brookline. 

GiNERY TwicHELL, of Brooklinc, was bom at Athol, Massachusetts, August 26, 1811; 
received a public school education; became interested in stage coaches and in carrying the 
mails in 1830 : was afterwards an officer of the Boston and Worcester railroad, and was 
chosen its superintendent in 1848, and its president in 1857 ; was elected to the fortieth Con- 
gress as a republican, receiving 6,084 votes, against 2,601 votes for Aspinwall, democrat, 
and 463 votes for Guyney, the workingmen's candidate. 

Fourth District. — Suffolk, first, second, third, fourth, sixth, and ninth wards in the city of 
Boston, Cambridge, and Chelsea. 

Samuel Hooper, of Boston, was born at Marblehead, Massachusetts, February 8, 1808 ;

trade; was a member of the house of representatives of Massachusetts in 1H51, 1852, and 
1853, declining a re-election ; was a member of the State senate in .1857, declining a renom- 
ination on account of business engagements; was elected to the thirty-seventh Congress to 
fill the vacancy occasioned by the resignation of William Appleton; was re-elected to the 
thirty-eighth and thirty-ninth Congresses, and was re-elected to the fortieth Congress as a 
republican, receiving 7,902 votes, against 3,183 votes for Wightman, democrat.

Benjamin F. Butler, of Gloucester, was born at South Deerfield, New Hampshire, No- 
vember 5, 1818; graduated at Waterville College, Maine; studied law and commenced its 
practice in Lowell, Massachusetts ; was a member of the State house of representatives in 
IH53; was a member of the State senate of Massachusetts in 1859; entered the Union army 
in 1861 as brigadier general; w^as soon promoted to the rank of major general, and served 
through the war for the suppression of the rebellion ; was elected to the fortieth Congress as 
a republican, receiving 9,021 votes, against 2,838 votes for Northend, democrat. 

Sixth District. — Parts of Essex and Middlesex counties. 

Nathaniel .P. Banks, of Waltham, was born at Waltham, Massachusetts, January 30, 
1816 ; received a public school education ; was a factory operative ; became a newspaper edi- 
tor and afterwards studied law; was a member of the Massachusetts legislature in 1849, 1850, 
1851, and 1852, and was two vears speaker of the house ; was elected to the State senate in 
1851, but being a member of the house, declined ; was a member bf the constitutional con- 
vention of Massachusetts in 1853, and was chosen its president ; held the office of governor 
of Massachusetts in 1858, 1859, and 1860; entered the Union army in 1861 as major general 
of volunteers and served throughout the war for the suppression of the rebellion ; was 
elected to the thirty-third and thirty-fourth Congresses, serving during the latter as Speaker 
of the House; was re-elected to the thirty-fifth Congress, and resigned his seat January 1, 
1858, to fill the office of governor ; was elected to the thirty-ninth Congress for the unexpired 
term of D. S. Gooch, resigned, and was re-elected to the fortieth Congress as a republican, 
receiving 10,075 votes, against 3,336 votes for Prince, democrat.

William B. Washburn, of Greenfield, was bom at Winchendon, Massachusetts, Jan- 
uary 31, 1820; graduated at Yale College ; has been a manufacturer and interested in bank- 
ing; was a member of the State senate of Massachusetts in 1850; was a member of the 
house of representatives of Massachusetts in 1854 ; was elected to the thirty-eighth and thir- 
ty-ninth Congresses, and was re-elected to the fortieth Congress as a republican, receiving 
11,895 votes against 1,668 votes for Haywood, democrat.

Henry L. Dawf.s, of Pittsfield, was bom at Cummington. Massachusetts, October 30, 
1816; graduated at Yale College ; was a school teacher and edited the ^Greenfield Gazette'* 
and '' Adams Transcript ;" studied and practiced law ; was a member of the house of repre- 
sentatives of Massachusetts in in 1848, 1849, and 1852 ; was a member of the senate of Mas- 
sachusetts in 1850 ; was a member of the State constitutional convention of Massacbusetts 
in 1853 ; was district attorney for the western district of Massachusetts from 1853 until 1857 ; 
was elected to the thirty -fifth, thirty -sixth, thirty -seventh, thirty-eighth, and thirty-ninth Con-

Jacob M. Howard, of Detroit, was bom at Shaftsbury, Vermont, July 10, 1805 ; g>rad- 
uated at W^illiam's College, Massachusetts ; studied law in Massachusetts, and commenced 
its practice in Michigan ; was a member of the State legislature of Michigan in 1838 ; pub- 
lished a translation from the French of the secret memoirs of the Empress Josephine in 1847 ; 
drew up the platform of the first convention ever held of the republican party in 1854, and 
christened that party; was elected attorney general of Michigan in 1854, 1856, and 1858, 
serving in all six years ; was a representative in the twenty-^venth Congress ; was elected 
to the United States Senate as a republican to fill the vacancy caUQ?d by the decease of K. S.

10,564 votes for Rose, democrat.

elector in 1856, on the Buchanan ticket, but opposed the administration after the President's 
message on the Lecompton constitution of Kansas ; \va^ a candidate for Congress in 1858 as 
a friend of Mr. Douglas, but was defeated by a large majority ; was an elector on the Douglas 
ticket in 1860, pledging himself to vote for either Douglas or Bell to carry the State against 
Breckinridge, tne secession candidate ; was beaten again for Congress in 1 860, after a most 
exciting canvass, by James S. Rollins, the majority being about 200 in a total vote of 23,000; 
was a member of the Stat« convention, in 1861. called to determiue whether Missouri should 
secede, and took a prominent part in its proceedings as a Union man ; in June, 1861, he pro* 
cured arms and equipped a regiment of loyal State militia, and went into service with them 
that fall; was appointed in January, 1862, to succeed Truston Polk in the United States 
Senate ; was elected in January, 1863, to serve out Mr. Polk's unexpired term ; and was re- 
elected in 1863. His term of service will expire March 4, 1869. 

Charles D. Drake, of St. Louis, was born at Cincinnati, Ohio, April 11, 1811; studied 
and practiced law ; went to St. Louis ia 1834 ; was a member of the State house of repre- 
sentatives of Missouri in 1859-'60; was a member in 1863 of the State convention of Mis- 
souri which had been elected in February, 1861; was presidential elector in J 864; was a 
member in 1865 of the Missouri constitutional convention which had been elected in Novem- 
ber, 1864 ; was elected to the United States Senate as a republican to succeed B. Gratz Brown, 
and took his seat in 1867. His term of service will expire March 4,1873.

was re-elected in 1857, and again re-elected in 1863. His term of service will expire March 
4, 18()9. 

John Sherman, of Mansfield, Ohio, was bom at Lancaster, Ohio, May 10, 1823 ; received an 
academic education ; studied and practiced law ; was a representative in the thirty- fourth, 
thirty -fifth, thirty-sixth, and thirty-seventh Congresses ; was elected to the United States 
Senate as a republican after the resignation of S. P. Chase, appointed chief justice, to suc- 
ceed George E. Pugh, democrat, and took his seat in 1861 ; was re-elected in 1867. His 
term of service will expire March 4, 1873.

served as its captain ; was a member of the State senate of Ohio in 1863, 1864, 1865, and 1866 ;

missioner to exchange ratifications of a treaty with Paraguay in 1854; was appointed resi- 
dent minister to Ecuador in 1858 ; was elected to the United States Senate as a democrat to 
sccceed David Wilmot, republican, and took his seat in 1863. His term of service will ex- 
pire March 4, 1869. 

Simon Cameron, of Harrisburg, was bom in Lancaster county, Pennsylvania, March, 
8, 1799; learned the art of printing; worked as a journeyman in Washington City, and 
afterwards edited newspapers at Doy lestown and at Harrisburg ; afterwards became intereste 
in important banking and railroad interests, and served as adjutant general of Pennsylvania ; 
was Secretary of War in 1861, and resigned when appointed minister plenipotentiary to Rus- 
sia in 1862 ; was elected to the United fetates Senate in 1845, serving until 1849, and was 
re-elected in 1857 for the term ending in 1863, but resigned in 1861 ; was again re-elected as 
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a Union republican to succeed Ed^ar Cowan, democrat, and took his seat in 1867. His term 
of service will expire March 4, 1873.

Charles O'Neill, of Philadelphia, was born in Philadelphia, March 21, 1821 ; graduated 
at Dickinson College ; studied and practiced law ; was a member of the house of represen- 
tatives of Pennsylvania in 1850, 1851, 1852, and 1860 ; was a member of the State senate or 
Pennsylvania in 1853 ; was elected to the thirty-eighth and thirty-ninth Congresses, and was 
re-elected to the fortieth Congress as a republican, receiving 12,612 votes against 9,475 votes 
for Hulme, democrat.

Leonard Myers, of Philadelphia, was bom at Attleborough, Pennsylvania, November

re-elected to the fortieth Congress as a republican, receiving 12,520 votes against 11,516 
votes for Buck waiter, democrat.

Caleb N. Taylor, of Bristol, was bora in Bucks county, Pennsylvania, July 27, 1813; 
received an academic education ; engaged in agricultural pursuits, and was elected to the 
fortieth Congress as a republican, receiving 12,259 votes against 11,800 votes for Ross, 
democrat. 

Sixth District. — Lehigh and Montgomery counties. 

Benjamin M. Boyer, of Norristown, was born in Montgomery county, Pennsylvania, 
January 22, 1823 ; graduated at the University of Pennsylvania; studied and practiced law; 
was district attorney of Montgomery county, Pennsylvania, from 1848 until 1850 ; was 
elected to the thirty-ninth Congress, and was re-elected to the fortieth Congress as a democrat, 
receiving 14,009 votes against 11,447 votes for Thomas, republican.

John M. Broomall, of Media, was born at Upper Chichester, Pennsylvania, January 
19, 1816 ; received a classical education ; studied and practised law ; was a member of the 
State legislature of Pennsylvania in 1851 and 1852; was a member of the State revenue 
board in 1854 ; was presidential elector in 1860 and 1861 ; was elected to the thirty -eighth 
and thirty-ninth Congresses, and was re-elected to the fortieth Congress as a republican, 
receiving 12,011 votes against 8,531 votes for Pratt, democrat. 

Eighth District. — Berks county. 

J. Lawrence Getz, of Reading, was bom at Reading, Pennsylvania, September 14, 
1821 ; received an academic education; studied and practiced law; has been for twenty-five 
years editor of the ** Reading Gazette and Democrat;" was a member of the State legislature 
of Pennsylvania in 1856 and 1857, serving the last year as speaker of the house; and was 
elected to the fortieth Congress as a democrat, receiving 13, 188 votes against 6,999 votes for 
Lincoln, republican.

Thaddeus Stevens, of Lancaster, was born in Caledonia county, Vermont, April 4, 
1792 ; graduated at Dartmouth College, and removed to Pennsylvania in 1814 ; while teacher 
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in an academy be studied law and was admitted to the bar ; was member of the State legis- 
lature of Pennsylvania in 1833, 1834, 1835, 1837, and 1841 ; was a member of the State con- 
stitutional convention in 1838 ; was appointed a canal commissioner in 1838; removed to 
Lancaster, Pennsylvania, in 184*2 ; was elected to the thirty-first, thirty-second, thirty-sixth, 
thirty-seventh, thirty-eighth, and thirty-ninth Congresses, and was re-elected to the fortieth 
Congresses a republican, receiving 14,298 votes against 8,675 votes for Reynolds, democrat.

Henry L. Cake, of Tamaqua, was born in Northumberland county, Pennsylvania, Octo-

reorganized his regiment, and commanded what was before the war and is now the 96th 
Pennsylvania volunteers ; is largely engaged in the manufacture of machinery for the prepara- 
tion o^ and in the mining and shipping of anthracite coal ; was elected to the fortieth Con- 
gress as a republican, receiving 13, 186 votes against 12,971 votes for Dr. Cyrus D. Glouinger, 
democrat.

of Pennsylvania in 1852, and served for fifteen years and eight months ; was elected to the 
fortieth Congress as a democrat, receiving 12,623 votes against 12,078 votes lor Keti!hum, 
republican.

. the ** York Gazette" from 1835 to 1858 ; was clerk in the Pennsylvania legislature in I8;i8; 
was in charge of transportation on State railroad at Columbia, in 1839 and 1840 ; was cashier 
of contingent funds of the House of Representatives for the twenty-eight and twenty-ninth 
Congresses ; was a clerk in the State Department, and confidential clerk to Secretary Buchanan 
in 1848 and 1849; was elected Sergeant-at-Arms of the House of Representatives, for the 
thirty-first, thirty-second, thirty-third, thirty-fourth, and thirty-fifth Congresses ; was Presi- 
dent Buchanan's private secretary in 1860 and 1861 ; established the ** Philadelphia Age' in 
1863; was elected to the thirty-ninth Congress in 1864, and re-elected in 1866 to the fortieth 
Congress as a democrat, receiving 15,830 votes against 12,389 votes for R. M. Henderson, 
republican.

engaged in the manufacture of railroad iron, and is now the superintendent of the Cambria 
Ironworks; he has been a member of the town councils of Johnstown from J 858 to the 
present time, and he was elected to the fortieth Congress as a republican, receiving 11,298 
votes against 9,979 votes for Johnston, democrat.

Stephen F.Wilson, of Wellsboro', was bom at Columbia, Pennsylvania, September 4, 
1821 ; received an academic education ; was a teacher ; studied and practiced law ; was 
assessor; was school director six years ; was a member of the State senate of Pennsylvania 
in 1863, 1864, and 1865, serving one session after he had been elected to Congress ; was a dele- 
gate to the republican national convention at Baltimore in 1864 ; was elected to the thirty- 
ninth Congress, and was re-elected to the fortieth Congress as a republican, receiving 14,734 
against 12,688 for Wright, democrat.

New York; studied law, and commenced its practice 
at Warren, Pennsylvania ; was a member of the State assembly of Pennsylvania in 1850 and 
1851 ; was a member of the State senate in 1857, 1858, and J859; was appointed president 
judge of the eighteenth judicial district of Pennsylvania in 1861 ; was elected to the thirty- 
eighth and thirty-ninth Congresses, and was re-elected to the fortieth Congress as a repub- 
lican, receiving 15,107 votes against 12,481 votes for Scott, democrat. 

Twentieth District. — Clarion, Crawford, Mercer, and Venango counties. 

Darwin A. Finney, of Meadville, was born at , Pennsylvania, , 18 — ; 

received a public school education ; studied and practiced law ; was a member of the State 
assembly of Pennsylvania in 18 — and 18 — ; was a member of the State senate in J8 — ; was 
elected to the fortieth Congress as a republican, receiving 17,106 votes against 15,222 votes 
for McCalmont, democrat.

John Covode, of Lockport, was born in Westmoreland county, Pennsylvania, March 17, 
1808 ; received a public school education ; was engaged in agricultural, manufacturing, and 
transportation pursuits; became largely interested in the coal trade ; was elected to the thirty- 
iburth, thirty-fifth, thirty-sixth, and thirty-seventh Congresses, and was re-elected to the for- 
tieth Congress as a republican, receiving 13,023 votes against 12,669 votes for Weir, demo- 
crat.

James Kennedy Moorhead, of Pittsburg, was born in Halifax, Dauphin county, Penn- 
sylvania, September 7, lb06 ; received a very limited common school education; served an 
apprenticeship to the tanner's business, after which he became a canal conti actor, and then 
superintendent and supervisor on the Juniata canal ; in 1835 he projected and established 
the first passenger packet line on the Pennsylvania canal; he was appointed adjutant gen- 
eral of Pennsylvania in 1838 ; he constructed the Monongahela navigation, and has been 
president of the company for twenty-one years ; he was elected to the thirty-sixth, thirty- 
seventh, thirty-eighth, and thirty-ninth Congresses, and was re-elected to the fortieth Con- 
gress as a republican, receiving 12,720 votes against 9,655 votes for Sweitzer, democrat.

Thomas Williams, of Alleghany, was born in Westmoreland county, Pennsylvania, 
August 28, 1806; graduated at Dickinson college, Pennsylvania in 1828; studied and prac- 
ticed law ; was a member of the State senate of Pennsylvania in 1838, 1839, 1^40, and J84I, 
and of the house of representatives of the same State in 1861 and 1862; was elected to the 
thirty-eighth and thirty-ninth Congresses, and was re-elected to the fortieth Congress as a 
republican, receiviug 14,197 votes against 10,012 votes for Childs, democrat.

vania in 1844, 1847, 1858, and 1859; was a member of the State senate in 1849, 1850, 
and 1851, and again in 1861, 1862, and 1863, serving the last term as its presiding officer; 
was elected to the thirty-ninth Congress, and re-elected to the fortieth Congress as a repub- 
lican, receiving 13,391 votes against 11,853 votes for William Montgomery, democrat.

re-election ; was elected to the United States Senate as a Union republican to succeed Philip 
Allen, democrat, and took his seat in 1859, and was re-elected in 1865. His term of service 
will expire March 4, 1871. 

William Sprague, of Providence,' was bom in Cranston, Rhode Island, September 12, 
1830 ; received an academic education ; became largely interested in manufacturing pursuits ; 
was elected governor of Rhode Island in 1861, and having raised several regiments for the 
Union army, served with them as brigadier general in the early part of the war for the sup- 
pression of the rebellion ; was elected to the United States Senate as a republican to suc- 
ceed James F. Simmons, but that senator resigning before the expiration of his term, the seat 
was occupied, meanwhile, by Samuel G. Arnold, conservative; he took his seat in 1861. 
His term of service will expire March 4, 1869.

1842 ; was elected to the thirty -first, thirty-eighth, and thirty-ninth Congresses, and was re- 
elected to the fortieth Congress as a republican.

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THE CAPITOL. 

The Capitol fronts the east, and stands on a plateau ninety feet above the level of the 
Potomac, in latitude 38° 55' 48'' north and longitude 77° 1' 48'' west from Greenwich. 

The southeast corner-stone of the original building was laid on the 18th of September, 
1793, by President Washington, aided by the freemasons of Maryland. It was constructed 
of sandstone from an island in Acquia creek, Virginia, painted white, under the direction of 
B. S. Hallett, and afterwards of B. H. Latrobe, architects. The north wing was' finished in 
1800 and the south wing in 1811, a wooden passage way connecting them. On the 24th of 
August, 1814, the interior of both wings was destroyed by British incendiaries, but they were 
immediately rebuilt. In 1818 the central portion of the building was commenced under the 
architectural superintendence of Charles Bulfinch, and the original building was finally 
completed in 1827. Its cost, including the grading of the grounds, alterations, and repairs, 
up to 1827 was Sl,746, 718 33. 

The coicner-stone of the extensions to the Capitol was laid on the 4th of July, 1851, by 
Presidenf Fillmore, Daniel Webster officiating as orator of the day. Thomas U. Walter was 
architect, and subsequently Edward Clark, under whose direction the work was completed 
in November, 1867. The material used for the extensions is white marble from the quarries 
at Lee, Massachusetts, with white marble columns at the quarries at Cockeysville, Maryland. 

The dome of the original central building was constructed of wood, but was removed in 
1856 to bo replaced by the present stupendous structure of cast-iron, which was completed 
in 1865. The entire weight of iron used is 8,009,200 pounds. 

The main building is three hundred and fifty-two feet four inches long in front and one 
hundred and twenty-one feet six inches deep, with a portico one hundred and sixty feet wide, 
of twenty-four columns on the east, and a projection of eighty-three feet on the west, em- 
bracing a recessed portico of ten coupled columns. The extensions are placed at the north 
and south ends of the main building, with connecting corridors, forty-four feet long by fifty- 
six feet wide, flanked by columns. Each extension is one hundred and forty-two feet eight 
inches in front, by two hundred and thirty-eight feet ten inches deep, with porticos of twenty- 
two columns each on their eastern fronts, and with porticos of ten columns on their ends and 
on their western fronts. The entire length of the building is seven hundred and fifty-one 
feet four inches, and the greatest depth, including porticos and steps, is three hundred and 
twenty-four feet. The area covered by the entire building is one hundred and fifty-three 
thousand one hundred and twelve square feet. 

The dome is crowned by a bronze statue of Freedom, modelled by Crawford, which is 
nineteen feet six inches high, and which weighs 14,985 pounds. The height of the dome 
above the base-line of the east front is two hundred and eighty-seven feet eleven inches ; the 
height from the top of the balustrade of the building is two hundred and seventeen feet eleven 
inches ; and the greatest diameter at the base of the dome is. one hundred and and tiiirty-five 
feet five inches 

The rotunda is ninety-five feet six inches in diameter, and its height, from the floor to the 
top of the canopy, is one hundred and eighty feet three inches. 

The Senate chamber is one hundred and twelve feet in length, by eighty-two feet in widthh, 
and thirty feet in height. Its galleries will accommodate one thousand persons. 

The Representatives* Hall is oune hundred and thirty feet in length, by ninety-three feet 
in width, and thirty feet in Ijeight. 

The Supreme Court room was occupied by the Senate until December, 1860, the court 
having previously occupied the room beneath, now used as a law library. 

The Library of Congress was burned by the British in 1814, and was partially destroyed 
by an accidental fire in 1851. The present centre hall was finished in 1853, and the wing 
halls were finished in 1867.

POSTAL RULES. 

Many errors occur by persons not observing the following regulations In depositing letters, 
papers, or miscellaneous publications (not franked) for mailing: 

All drop letters must be prepaid by postage stamps. 

Prepayments by stamps required on all letters to places within the United States. 

Full prepayment by stamps required on all transient printed matter, foreign and domestic. 

An impression seems to prevail that letters for Georgetown require only two cents, or local 
rates of postage. Georgetown being a separate office, full prepayment by three-cent stamp 
is reqnired. 

All matters conveyed by mail westward beyond the western boundary of Kansas, and 
eastward from the eastern boundary of California, except one newspaper to a bona fide sub- 
scriber, and franked matter, must be prepaid at letter rates.
